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WHERE ARE THEY TO GO? 


HE recent discussions of the League Assembly on the 
refugees question seem to have left that problem very much 
where it stood before. Yet the fate of these 700.000 or so 
fugitives from various countries seems hardly a question that 
ought, in their own or the general interests, to be allowed to 
drift. At the moment, as our Diplomatic Correspondent 
reminds us this week, the bulk of their number, including a 
considerable number of Jews, are still being cared for by the 
Nansen Office. The 115,0:0 exiles from Germany, of whom 
106,000 are Jews, are being helped, where necessary, by a special 
agency, the High Commission for Refugees from Germany, and 
it is important to realise that 25,000 of these unhappy people, 
including 20,000 Jews, are still listed as destitute or dependent 
tpon charity. But both the Nansen Office and the High 
Commission have, by past decisions of the League, been 
destined to discontinuance. Judging by. the deliberations 
at Geneva, that sentence of death seems to stand, and what is 
then to happen to the refugees remains in obscurity. 
lt is obvious that that raises a question of grave urgency for 
the Jewish people. With the Nazis set on the destruction of 
the German-Jewish community, no one can say when a fresh 
exodus of victims may begin or be attempted. Not only that, 
but the ever-growing pressure upon the Jewries of Poland and 
Rumania creates an increasing urge on their part to seek relief 
in other lands—witness the pathetic and forlorn, but frustrated, 
march to Palestine, on which a number of Polish Jews set out 
last year. The old, old question of ‘ wohin” is thus presented 
to us in acute, if not menacing, form, and cannot be shelved. 
Indeed, the very fact that the door has now been slammed 
against Jewish immigrants in South Africa and otber countries, 
and left ajar in Palestine, does but aggravate the difliculty and 
sharpen Jewish anxieties. 
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In these circumstances it was to be expected that unofficial 
and unco-ordinated attempts should be made to explore available 
avenues of relief. Well-meaning organisations and individuals 
have pondered maps and run to this or that place or govern- 
ment in the endeavour to find some haven for the oppressed 
There have been conversations and promises (or half-promises). 
Controversy has been stirred. Hopes have been aroused, and 
quickly dashed, But nothing concrete has emerged, and the 
situation remains at best nebulous, and at worst disheartening. 
Years ago the cry rang out: Bring the people without a land 
to a land without a people. That apparently simple propo- 
sition continues to-day as the guiding inspiration of all the 
efforts to provide a refuge for the downtrodden Jew. . But 
where that land ts to be found, if anywhere, is left to sporadic 
action, and soit remains an unanswered but abiding question 
to vex and torment our people. Has not the time come, then, 
fora. scientific and authoritative survey of the possibilities, for 
some inquiry which will be exhaustive in its sweep, taking into 
account not only the areas available for settlement but all the 
‘considerations ‘that may arise, political, social, and financial ? 
Clearly, there can be no progress with the problem until the 
ground. 1S cleared of mistaken ideus and false hopes, and the 
realities, good or bad, of the situation are brought to the front. 

We shall be to'd that such inquiries bave been made before. 
ISRAEL AZAANGWILL'S strenuous labours will be adduced as an 
illustration. fut those atte pls were, at least, preyudiced by 
that great Jew's insistence. for a number of years, on autonomy 
for the Jewish settlers. Moreover, much time has elapsed 
since he toiled and spent himself in the cause and though 
some conditions Lbbit\ have worsened in the interval, 1s it quite 
beyond the bounds of the imaginable that some may have 
grown more ftavowul At anv rate, that would be one ol 
the points which such an inquiry as we are suggesting would 
investigate. 

This question, it is trae, touches upon Palestine. For, with 
the proper implementing of the solemn pledges given by Great 
Britain and the others gnatories‘to the Mandate, there is room 
in Palestine—the whole of Palestine, of course—for a vast 
Jewish immigration under the best ultimate political conditions 
and with the best hopes for the future. Zionism itself, how- 
ever, is a long-range policy, involving a far wider. spiritual 
significance than does the geographical redistribution of the 
Jewish masses. It is a movement which we are convinced will 
in the course of time solve to a very large extent the whole 
Jewish problem. 

But with the short-range problem, the immediate absorption 
of large numbers of unwanted Jews, Palestine can scarcely cope. 
It cannot free us from the immediate and _ pressing 
anxieties, the despairing cries of those who are begging 
for some place in which they and their children can find 
peace. A scientific inquiry would tell us whether and where 
those cries could be satisfied. We should know exactly 
where we stand. BEither it would discover a practical outlet, in 
which case we should, all considerations having been borne in 
mind during the investigation, have a hopeful starting-point for 
further endeavour. Orit would reveal a bleak prospect, in which 
case two results would follow. The firstis that the persecuting 
countries would be robbed of the expectation thatthey could 
escape from their largely self-made troubles by shipping their 
Jews to other countries. The second is that the world would 
be brought more than ever to the conclusion that the Jewish 
problem which disturbs it so grievously at the moment can 
only be exorcised by the lifting of the oppression under which 
the Jews suffers. And even that might be a point gained. 

But that advantage, whether it is to prove large or small, will 
be materially emphasised if the inquiry we propose is undertaken 
direct by the League of Nations. Indeed, there is no better way. 
Private inquiries inevitably lack the authority with which an 
official investigation is clothed. Certainly a Jewish investigation 
would be disregarded, if not scouted, in a country like Poland. 
But a report on the situation prepared by the League would be 
stamped with an authority which no Government could challenge, 
if only because the inquirers would haye access to information 
from which private individuals would perhaps be barred. The 
British spokesman at the recent League Assembly is reported to 
have declared that “ international assistance for refugees cannot 
be effective except under the wegis of the League.” That is, 
indeed, the heart and core of the problem. Financial considera- 
tions need not bea deterrent. The actual cost of the inquiry 
would not be formidable, and there is no doubt that Jews 
throughout the world would be prepared to bear it themselves, 
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: it With all the emphasis at our command, therefore, we appeal 
rt for such a mission to be undertaken. It would be a m‘ssion of 
igh enlightenment. Above all, it would be a mission of humanity 
ee which would herghten the prestige of the League and tcrtify 
i the hopes centred in it by the millions who still look to the

Lhe death oceurred on Woedne sday, following a heart attack, 
f Mr. Felix M. Warburg. the well-known leader of Amencan Jewry, 
banker, and philanthropist. 

Felix Warburg was born in Hamburg, Germany, in 1871, son ot 
Moritz and Charlotte (Esther Oppenheim) Warburg, and was a member 
of a family whose records of Jewish communal work in Germany date 
back to the year 1675. He was Chairman of the Joint Distmbution 
Committee ot America, Hon. President ot the Palestine Kconomic 
Corporation of New York, and a 
leaching meonber ol the Jewish 
Agency. As head of the non- 
Zionist Section of the Agency, he 
was one of those chiefly respon- 
sible for tits formation. In 
1929, the Admuimstrative Com- 
mittee of the Agency formally 
elected hin Chairman. At the 
same time, together with Mr. 
Oscar Wassermann, Mr. Warburg 
was elected a Director otf the 
Keren Hayesod, ail advanced 
$275,000 wo it work 
in Palestine.

Derty, lor social justice. Like Elijah, they fought against the idols 
| Baal and denounced corruption of all kinds in the public and private 
ves of rulers and princes. They were the democratic forces to whieh 
me can compare the modern freedom of Parliament and the independ- 
ence of the Press that shed light upon the dark places of the world, 
that do battle for truth and right against falsehood and wickedness. 
Who has not read with admiration the moving words of an Isaiah 
holding up the mirror to the men of his day, or of an Amos defying the 
king's priest, or of a Nathan accusing David in his palace, “ Thou art 
the man!”? | 


As the woman of Shunem describes them, they were holy men 
cecheated to the service of the Lord God of Hosts, doing their duty 
iearlessly and moving up and down in the midst of the people they 
loved. Their guidance in matters of religion was equally of paramount 
value and importance. Often in opposition to the priesthood itsell, 
their voices were heard teaching the true sanctity of the spiritual lite. 
Mere formalism they abhorred, the ritual worship of the Temple, with 
its sacrifices and oblations, was worthless in their eyes unless these 
observances were an essential part of purity of life and conduct. 
“They are a burden to Me; I am weary to bear them ’ . * Wash 
you, make you clean. Put away the evil of your doings . . . learn to 
do well; seek justice, relieve the oppressed. Judge the fatherless, 
plead for the widow.” “ Will God be pleased if I sacrifice my first-born 
to him?” asked the people of Micah. “He hath told thee. O man. 
what is good .. . only to do justly and to love merey, and to walk 
humbly with thy God.” 

This doctrine of the prophets expressed in a hundred glowing 
passages in the Bible reruains to-day the surest guide to our -religious 
lite. Our ceremonies are full of symbolism, each one bringing home 
a vital truth, conveying the ethical glory of Judaism to the simplest 
nund. But, unless these forms of spiritual expression are rooted in 
a sense of duty to God and man, through a life of moral excellence, 
they are idle mummeries, like the jumbo-worship of Central Africa. 
The power of Israel's ancient prophets has never died. It lives on 
in perpetuating these solemn truths. Mercy and justice, goodness 
and repentance, not sacrifices, fasting, or ablutions, are the main 
essentials of true Religion. Right, and not brutal force, is the founda- 
tion of the world, however violently this teaching is flouted to-day. 
Se taught our prophets, and this is still our unshaken assurance in a 
world of perplexities that vex men’s souls: “and all flesh shall know 
that I, the Lord, am thy Saviour, and thy Redeemer, the Mighty one 
ot Jacob.”

It is a reasonable proposition that the Mufti escaped along the 
Hebron road on Thursday night and that the barneade was erected 
by hus picked bodyguard, who remained behind to cover his retreat. 
Che Mufti is believed to have boarded a motor-launch south of Jaffa, 

jannt on the coast wliech he reached through Hebron and the plaim- 
lands, and then gone on to Kas el Nakura, north of Palestine. He is 
stated to have been apprehended by a French revenue cutter and, on 
Saturday mormng, ordered by the French authorities to leave Beirut. 

Even though the Mufti has gone, it would be wrong to think that 
the situation has gone from dark to hght. Spasmodie eruptions of 
Violence, 1f not continuous disorders, are bound to occur for some time. 
{t would appear that the locality of such attacks will be in Galilee and 
the North, easily accessible to Syria, now a hot-bed of intrigue and 
sedition. Preparations for such a campaign of terror were known to 
have been made, and the Government ordered a three-day curfew from 
Tuesday, October 12th, to Friday, October 15th, in order to search 
it suspected area in the vicinity of Safed. 

The problem of public security in Palestine is now centred in the 
urgently needed disarming of large sections of the population. Your 
Correspondent has repeatedly pointed out this necessity simce the 
official end of the disturbanees m October last year. It will continue 
to be the central factor in the problem so long as the Government fails 
to tackle it with the vigour which, under Mr. W. D. Battershill in the 
past fortnight, it has been grappling with the other problems. 


Control of Finances 
TEXT OF GOVERNMENT COMMUNIQUE 


[From our Correspondent—JervusaLem) 


The following is the full text of the communiqué issued at Satu lav 
noon, October 16th, announcing the removal of control of Waqf 
finances from the Supreme Mosler Council : 


As a result of the recent murder campaign culminating in the murder of 
Mr. Andrews on Septem ber 26th, Government has taken a number of steps 
as announced in official communiqué No. 16/37 of October Ist. 

One of the steps was the depriving of the Mufti of Jerusalem of the 
membership ot the General Waqf Committee, of which he was Chairman. 

it has, therefore, become necessary to take immediate measures to safe- 
suard the interests of the Moslem community by ensuring the continuance 
of Awkat services. These measures will be of a temporary nature until 
such time as circumstances are favourable for the establishment of a Moslem 
Wagqf Department or other body to resume control of these Awkaf. 

In the meantime, it is the intention of the Government to take over the 
luties of the financial control previously exercised by the Supreme Moslem 
(‘ouncil or the General Wagf Committee in the matter of the collection of 
\wkaf revenues and the payment of the salaries of the Awkaf staff and for 
Awkal services which have in the past been directly dealt with by the 
Supreme Moslem Council or the General Waqf Committee or through local 
Mamours. 

it is proposed to administer the Awkaf temporarily by a commission of 
three members. The Chairman of the Commission will be a Judicial Officer. 
The names of the Chairman and the two members will be announced in 
ine course,

rvices will be out atriet in accordance with the ina ind for the benetit of 
the olnects for which they were founded.

A notice of then exclusion was published in the Palestine GazerTt 
of Thursday, October 14th, wnder a new regulation enacted in the 
number. The new reculation, No 1D. added ti the requlatrons 
under the Palestine (Defence) 1937. read as tollows’ 

‘<The High Commssioner shall have power by order published) i 
the GAZETTE to require any person who is out of Palestine to retmat 
out of Palestine. A person with respect to whom such an order 
is published shall, so long as the order ts in force, remain out. of 
Palestine.” 

It is interesting to observe that Abdul Latif Bey Saleh was met 
by his som on his arrival from Europe at Alexandma and advised 
against proceeding to Palestine almost a week before the notice was 
published. Auni Bey Abdul Hadi has been in Pans and London, 
following his sojourn at Geneva with Alfred Roch, another member 
of the Arab delegation which attended the session of the Permanent 
Mandates Commission. 

Jamal Hussemi bolted from Palestine, it ts . prestumed, on 
September 30th, a day before the Government took its drastic action 
against the Arab Higher Committee and the President ot the Mosler 
Supreme Council. Izzat Darwazelh had not returned to Palestine since 
the Bludan conference. 

The more nnportant of the Arab leaders, and certainly the Mufti's 
own chief advisers, were not those apprehended. by the Palestine 
Government. Those who were sent to the Seychelles were less 
influential than the formidable gathermng which the Mutt: can now 
command in Syria. 

It is considered almost certain that the six leaders, led by the Mufti, 
will anake their headquarters at Damascus, where no doubt they will 
intrigue against the British authorities and the Jewish people. The 
lot of the Jewi<s Commumty tin Damascus. incidentally, is not te 
be envied: for local agitators. who will take thew cue from the Palestiné 
refugees will hardly fail to profit by the opportumity of turning the 
ire of the population on the Community on the spot. 

Naturally there is always the possibility that the French authoritie- 
will prevent the Mufti from taking any active part in polities, if only 
in deference to the similar courtesy extended to the French Govyern- 
ment in 1925-26 at the time of the Druze msing in Syna. At thes 
time, the British authorities in Palestine demurred at handing back 
the refugees who had arrived in this country and Transjordan, but 
agreed to warn them to refrain from political activity on pain ot 
deportation. 

Yet a source of potential danger to Palestine’s security will always 
remain in the presence of the Arab leaders at Damascus, as it will be 
simple for them to maintain effective and rapid communications 
whether overt or underground—with their henchmen in Palestine. 

The next step lies with the French Government, whose friendship 
for Great Britain does not appear to have interfered with the Moslem 
policy which France has, for reasons connected with her position in 
North Africa, been pursuing. This policy affected France's attitude 
at the League of Nations when the Partition scheme was under review,

But among more far-seemg and worthy English Christians, the dis- 
turbance in Jewish-Christian relationships in this country had led to an 
increased desire to promote goodwill among Christians and Jews. Thi 
desire could be seen in the growth and greatly extended influence during 
the last few vears of the Society of Jews and Christians. Christians 
were to-day stretching forth the hand of fnendship to the Jews, not 
moved by any missionary zeal, not seeking to weaken the Jews’ loyalty, 
but moved by their humanity and impelled by gratitude for the common 
inheritance of both their religions. There was a call for common effort. 
The restoration of complete, natural, harmonious relations between Jews 
and Christians could not be accomplished by the Jew alone. It could, 
and must, be accomphshed by the Jew and the Christian working together. 
And they must work together, not only because justice and righteousness 
required it, but because anti-Semitism was just as much the concern of 
the Christian as it was of the Jew. For anti-Semitism meant that there 


was a symptom of a moral decline, which made anti-Semitism possible, 
a degeneration which threatened Christian standards and all civilised 
standards, just as much as it threatened the Jew.

Mischievous Activities 
ADMINISTRATION'S PUNITIVE MEASURES 


Wiien the Palestine Adnimistration embarked upon a firmer poley 
three Weeks ago no one OX pent ted the unimediute cessation of terrorism. 
it was obvious that there must be a certain tune-lag while the adminis- 
trative details of a pravdne Vy ot action were beme worked out and applied, 
and also that the gunmen would have a tinal fling.

Serious Effect of Last Year's D’sorders 
PROSPERITY GIVES WAY TO DEPRESSION 
F’rom al Special Corresponde nt] 

The report by the Treasurer of Palestine on the financial transac- 
tions tor the year 1936-7 has just been issued and extends to 213 printed 
loolseap puipes, covering the entire field of Palestine CGovernment 
finance. Some of the maternal has previously been published,

The actual surplus of the aecounts on March 3lst last was 
£P4,835,129, as compared with £P6,267,810 a year earlier. The 


reduction is to be attmbuted entirely to the extraordinary expenditure 
incurred as a consequence of last year's outbreak, which not only 
involved a direct expenditure of £P1,516,193, but was partly responsible 
for a reduction in revenue amounting to £P905,116, as compared with 
the estimate for the year, It must not, however, be assumed that the 
Government of Palestine has a surplus of almost five million pounds 
in hand, for from that total must be deducted £P1.172.841 spent mm 
anticipation of a further loan which is not now likely to be floated. 
As further expenditure is inevitable on some of the works that have 
not been completed, the real balance in hand of £P3,662,388 must be 
still further depleted, unless in the future, as does not at the moment 
seem probable, revenue exceeds expenditure. With two = small 
exceptions revenue fell helow the estimate under everv head. 
Kxpenditure also fell below the estumates under nineteen heads through 
the inability of the departments in the disturbed state of the country 
to carry on their normal work. The original debt of £P4,475.000, after

UNIQUE ACHIEVEMENT OF JEWISH ENTERPRISE

The hitest purchase of 4,000 dunams of land in the Yajur region 
ot Haifa Bay 1s perhaps the most significant Jewish land purchase 
in recent vears. It was arranged, after negotiations lasting several 
vears, by the Palestine Land Development Company. m conjunction 
with the Nesher Cement Factory, the South African Palestine Invest- 
ment Company, and a group of individuals headed by Mr. Srulansky. 
The purchase pnce was £100,000.. It will add greatly to Jewry's part 
in the dey elopment of Haita as a Trish parr port in the Near Fast. 

The rapidity with which Haifa has grown is almost umque. Twenty 
years ago it was a small town, primitive, with mo dramage system, 
no water supply, and a population of about 35,000, composed chiefly 
of Chnstian and Moslem Arabs. Jewish settlement in this area was 
at first rather slow, and Haifa remaimmed undeveloped tor a considerable 
tine. jut Jews were not long in recogmesing its pecularly advan- 
Lageous veographical bern, arid trom that moment Jewish se ttlerment 
steadily to grow anc the town ‘to cle velop according to the 
Herzhan plan. 

The Haifa Acre Bay is the finest natural harbour on the Palestine 
coast, and the town 1s situated on the slopes of Mount Carmel. Jewish 
omugration naturally brought with it an increased demand tor housing 
accommodation, and new areas of settlement had to be found. ‘Phe 
problem was one sinlar to that of Tel-Avis 
westwards from the old town, centring round Bath-Galim, and north- 
wards.

The new unmugrants were quick to see the advantages of Haifa as 
an industrial centre. In addition to being built on a fine natural 
harbour, there was easy contact with the hinterland and the surround- 
ing countries of, the Near East, via the Vallev of Jezreel eastwards, 
Gahlee northwards, and the maritime plam southwards. It became 
inportant railway junction and also the junction ot the major 
roads leading to Syria, Lraq, Transjordan, and Egypt.

Campaign “To Redeem Galilee” 
MAGNIFICENT RECORD OF LEEDS COMMISSION 


The Jewish National Fund is holding its fourteenth annual con- 
ference at the Adolph Tuck Hall, Woburn House, of Saturday evening 
and Sunday of this week-end. Mr. Robert Solomon, will delryer the 
presidential address on Saturday, and the concluding address. will 
be given by Professor Brodetsky on Sunday. 

The Administrative Session will put forward a resolution which 
‘solernniy. resolves to raise a muinimun of £75,000 during the conung 
year.” At the Palestine Session, the President will move a resolution 
resolving to launch an immediate campaign in this country for the 
redemption of Galhlee. This will be seconded by Professor L.. B. 
Namiuer., 

A Jewish National Fund Educational Conference will also be held 
on Sunday in the Rose Hertz Hall. 
in the Char. 

The annual report lor 1937 shows that the Leeds Commission has 
surpassed itself in collections made during the vear. In every branch 
of activity, a rise has been registered, giving a total of £4,693. This 
is the highest total ever raised in this country by any Commission. 
At the bazaar £4,253 was raised, this being the largest amount ever 
raised by a J.N.F. bazaar anywhere, with the exception of South 
Afnea. Through the work of Mr. Max Brostoff, box income in Leeds 
has also increased. 

The Keren Kayemeth and the Iea have now acquired the Huleh 
Coneession from the body which purchased it from the Syrian owners. 
This 1s the first time that the Ica has participated in a large venture 
in Palestine. 

Twelve new settlements have been established on Jewish National 
Fund land during the past year. These, together with four settle- 


ments established towards the end of 5696, have absorbed 46,946

Mrs. Cohen suggested that 
speakers’ training classes be established for women Zionist-, who could 
then ¢o out and convert the many Jewish women in Manchester who 
knew nothing of Zionism.

Mr, Joseph Maimlock, who presided at the final session on Fund-raising, 
said he felt that the rebuilding of the Jewish National Home far tran. 
‘cended in importance the work of any local charitable institution. The 
success or failure of Zionism would materially affect Jews througbout the 
world, Mr. Norman Jacobs gave a review of Keren Kayemeth and Keren 
Hlayesod work in Manchester. He said that every Simcha should be

The ‘ Daily Telegiaph” Libel Suit 
Heavy Damages for Plaintiffs 


A libel action was brought last week by Lord Camrose and tl. 
Daily Telegraph, Ltd., agamst Action Press, Ltd., publishers of tly 
Fascist newspaper Action, the Argus Press, Ltd., the printers, and 
Mr. John Beckett, author of the offending article and editor of the 
paper at the tine the article appeared. The action came before 
Mr. Justice Hilbery and a special jury in the King’s Bench Division. 

Lord Camrose complamed that the article implied that he was a 
Jewish international fmancmer, with no loyalty to the Crown and no 
sense of patmotism, and that im his conduct of the Daity TeL_ecraAru 
he allowed his duty to the public to be subordinated to his own 
Hnancal interests. 

Action Press, Ltd., and Mr. Beckett demied that the words were 
detamatory, and alternatively pleaded that they were true in sub- 
stance and in tact, and far comment on matters of public interest. 

Argus Press, Ltd., did not admit that the words were defamatory, 
but pleaded that they had offered an apology for printing the artic! 
us soon atter the commencement of the action as possible, and now 
repeated the apology, 

The jury returned the following answers to questions which had 
been left with them by Mr. Justice Hilbery : 

(1) Are the words defamatory of Lord Camrose ?—Yes. 

(2) Are they defamatory of Daily Telegraph, Limited ?—Yes. 

(3) Are the words fair comment ?’—No. 

(4) Were the defendants actuated by malice ?—Yes. 

(5) Are the words, if and so far as they are defamatory of the 
plaintiffs, in their natural and ordinary meaning, true?—No. 

(6) Do the words bear the meaning alleged in the innuendo ?—Yes. 

(7) Damages ?—£12,500 to Lord Camrose, £7,500 to Daily Telegraph,

tions concerned should endeavour to reach an ayreement on outstanding issucs 
hetween them, so as to enable the plan for the launching of the unified appeal!

Subsequently, a joint letter from the other three organisations explained the HH

It is riectly true that uneroplovment has decreased, But how has 
this been brought about? By ynhing up 2 eontinuously growme 
national debt the State has taker the so-called * work creation ~ inte 
its own hands. The Secretary of State in the German Finance Ministrs 
recently announced at the Nazi Party rally in Nuremberg that thirtv- 


mulhards of marks—about £3,000,000,000—has heen “ invested ” 
3 rt : by the Reich during the last fow years, an amount surpassing the total 
‘ | income of the Reich by two muilhards. Taking into account the nornal 
‘= budget expenditure in Germany, new indebtedness amounting to about 


twenty-five nulhbards has been contracted, out of which only six-and-a- 
hali milhards had been consolidated. ; 

Everybody knows how thus colossal amount has been spent. Goering 
has adnutted it in one sentence. a c'assical expression of the spirit of 
Nazism: “Guns are more unportant than butter.” This attitude has 
enabled Germany to elummnate unemployment, which has decreased 
to halt-a-mualhon. The number of eniployed persons rose to 17.2 millions 
mm 1936 and to 18.9 in ths summer, surpassing the highest previous 
figure, that of 1929. Not only have the numbers of employees risen, 
but the average daily working hours (reckoning every dav) have 
increased also, from 6.9 hours in 1932 to 7.8 this vear, while in numerous 
factories in the armament mdustry sixtyv-hour working weeks are the 
rule. Taking into aecount the increase of employed persons and the 
increase in the working hours, the aggregate numbers of hours worked 
daily by all emploved persons has risen—according to official German 
figures—by 54 per cent. since 1932. . 
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Truth About the German Workers 


lf, as Dr. Lew would have us beheve, German workers are living ' 
a pertect puraciise under the Hitler requne, one would think that at 
least the wages for labour would have increased in proportion to thy 
increase in working hours. In a period of relative world prosperit:

Workers’ Purchasing Power Down by One Third 


In short, Nazisin has produced lower nominal incomes with higher 
deductions, and higher prices with lower quahty. Thus, after careful 
examination, it is bevond question that the purchasing power of the 
average employee in Nazi Germany has been lowered by one-third 
since 1932. 

Wiule production has risen to 10 per cent. above the peak vear of 
prosperity, 1929, the purchasing power of the ordinary worker has 
sunk to the level of 1932, the vear when depression in Germany and the 
world outside reached its depths. 

What is the reason for such an absurd and catastrophical develop- 
ment? Itis certainly not the fault of the employers. The VoELKIScHE 
BEOBACHTER, the leacing Nazi paper, has frankly admutted this: “ The 
situation of the workers has not been improved, although many 
employers are willing to pay higher wages, but the State has resisted 
any rise in wages.” And the paper further pointed out that the State 
cannot permit an increase in the purchasing power of the masses, 
because they would then try to buy more consumer goods. Of course 
they would! They want to raise the standard of living, of the health 
and happiness of thew fanulies, above the muserable conditions thes 
exist in. But this cannot be allowed in Hitler's realm. German 
industry is compelled to increase not the production of consumer 
coods, but of fortifications, and, of course. of pompous palaces 
for the Party in Berlin, Mumch, and Nuremberg. Never has any 
Government admitted more cymeally that the increase of the standard 
of living of the people is not its wish. Meanwhile, the higher function- 
anes of State and Party are raising their own standards to degrees of 
Oriental luxury! The visitor to Germany is naturally not permitted to 
grasp these facts.

NEW LIFE FOR THE YOUNG 
Re-training German Jewry 
FRANKFORT'S FINE EXAMPLE 

{From a Correspondent] 


lhe work of traming and re-training voung people for the sunpoes 
Preductive occupations continues to be one of the main organised 
tivities of Jewish life in Germany. To take a typical « Xaunple. let us 
‘Xannne the work bemg done in Frankfort-on-Main. The Jewish 
pulation of Frankfort, which was 25,000 in 1933, has been consider- 
diminished by emugration (emigrants are estimated to number 
hot less than 8,000). This decrease has been offset in some measure 
oy the influx of Jews from surrounding villages, where hte is made 
possible for the Jewish artisan, trader, or cattle-dealer, although 
lunuly may have been settled there for a century. 
Frankfort has been for generations one of the principal Jewish intel- 
rctual centres not only in Germany; but in the world. Local Jews 
paved a large part in academic and municipal life. Now all such 
‘ivity is closed to them. Frankfort is, indeed, fortunate in having 
Wish secondary school, the famous Philanthropin, which to-day 
tilled to capacity and provides something of a higher education. 
\ large part of its pupils now proceed, between the ages ol lourteen 
wnd sixteen, to technical or agricultural training. Besides the country- 
vide activities of the Halutz Organisation preparing boys and girls 
‘or life in Palestine, there are three notable preparatory centres run 
nv the Frankfort Community itself. Two of them, a technical and

Are the Poles Inherently Anti-Semitic ? 


Prominent Writer's Striking Refutation 
ENDEK INCITEMENT THE ROOT OF THE TROUBLE

is anti-Semitism inherent in the masses in Poland, or is it merelv 
the product of artificial and violent anti-Jewish propaganda? An 
interesting though partial reply to this important question is given 
in a striking article in the well-known literary weekly WIADoMosc! 
LITERACKIE by Mme. Wanda Wasilewska, a prominent Polish writer. 
the daughter of a former Foreign Minister. 

Travelling through Eastern Poland inhabited by White Russians, 
the author made up her mind to “look for anti-Semitism in the 
villages and townships.’ To her “surprise and _ satisfaction,” 
she could find no inherent anti-Semitism in all the vast extent 
of country through which she travelled. All the anti-Semitism 
there was to be found was an imported growth fostered by a 
small group of Poles from other parts of the country and from the 
larger cities. In the villages, Mme. Wasilewska writes, the peasants 
lived with the Jews in peace and almost complete harmony. 

‘Ll arrived,” she writes, “in a remote town named Niesuchoize. 
and asked for a local carpenter, wanting to get my canoe mended. 
i was told the Sheriff would do it ; he was a cabinet-maker. The 
Sheriff turned out to be an aged, grey-bearded fine-looking Jew. 1 
must say that this was a great surprise to me after the anti-Jewish 
violence in the larger towns. 

‘In one village, when If began to talk to peasants about the Jews. 
one of them simply pointed to a group of children playing hide-and- 
seek. They included Jewish and non-Jewish children, all playing 
happily together. I saw the same thingelsewhere. In one locality, 
the peasants complained: ‘'They tell us to beat the Jews. But how 
can we? They are our Jews. We have lived with them for years 
and know them well, ‘They are fine and kind people.” ‘This, 
writes the author, was said just after the events in Brest and 
Czenstochowa. 

The writer considers that the Jews are the “ most loyal citizens in 


‘Eastern Poland, where they form isles of culture and Western 


civilisation. The rdle of the Jews in the parts I visited, as in 
others,’ she concludes, is most beneficial for the State.” 

The article has come as a revelation to many, but what thé writer 
found in Eastern Poland was true until recently in other parts 


of Poland. For the Polish peasant is not an anti-Semite by nature. 


For ages the Jew and the peasant have lived together in Poland, 
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and in most cases relations have been friendly. It was only whey 
the Endeks began to send agents into the villages, and when th, 
authorities gave these agents a free hand that Jew hatred began 
to appear. Remove the Endek agents and relations between 
Jews and non-Jews will once again become normal, 


Attempts by Endeks to organise an anti-Jewish boycott movement j, 
the provinces of Volhynia and Polesie have failed.

Jewish Doctors Win Lawsuit Against State 
£4,000 Fine for Wrongful Dismissal

Official anti-Jewish discrimination was successfully challeng 
in Vienna last week by a group of twenty-three Jewish doctors, w 
brought a lawsuit against the Government for wrongful dismi 
from the hospital where they had been working. After completi: 
their studies, doctors must work as unpaid assistants In Sta 
bospitals, and are then promoted to the paid staff. However, for t) 
past two years, Municipal and State hospitals have been refusing | 
employ Jews. The twenty-three Jewish assistant doctors concerm 
in the present case, finding themselves dismissed, took action, | 
were unsuccessful in the first instance. The Court of Appeal bas 
now overruled the prévious decision, and has fined the Sta‘ 
£4,000, the amount of the full salary to which the doctors we: 
entitled had they been employed. The Government may appeal!

The verdict is of great importance, for it shows that even in th 
face of existing anti-Semitism the Jews may still rely on th 
impartiality of Austrian law. The question of employmen' 
in hospitals is vital for Austrian Jews, since without a hospital 
training it is impossible to qualify as a specialist and difficult to 
become a practitioner. Jewish dismissals from hospitals recent) 
led to the suicide of three Jewish doctors, one of them a woman. 


Centenary of Rabbi Akiba Eger 
A Pillar of Orthodoxy 


Jews thoughout the world are commemorating the centenary 
of the death of Rabbi Akiba Eger, celebrated during his life-time as 
a champion of Orthodoxy and as a tower of Biblical learning 
Rabbi Eger was born in 1761 in Eisenstadt (then Hungary, but now 
Austria), the ancient town which still retains its Ith century 
(jhetto, and he first achieved fame asa Rabbiin Breslau. From 1515 
to 1837, be was Kabbi in Posen, later becoming Chief Rabbi of the 
Posen Grand Duchy. His advice and assistance were sought on al! 
hands, and his followers were legion. Widows, orphans, and the 
infirm enjoyed his special protection. His work during a cholera 
epidemic in 1831 was especially notable. 

Together with his son-in-law, the well-known Rabbi Moshe Sofer, 
he carried on a vigorous struggle against. Reform tendencies. His 
Talmudic commentaries and his interpretations of the Mishna 
were regarded by his followers with reverence.

Vienna Jewry is the proud possessor of one of the strangest and 
most interesting theatres in the world—the “ Theatre for 49." This 
curious title is self-explanatory —the theatre has, in fact, a seating 
capacity of only forty-nine. But it is not a mere cabaret: it is a 
miniature but fully-fledged theatre where the acting is of a high 
standard. 

There was nothing eccentric about the choosing of this title. It 
represented the prosaic fact that if the theatre had had fifty seats 
or more, its director would have had to pay taxes; and these are so 
high that the theatre would have been unable to open its doors. 

During its short span of existence, the * Theatre for 49’ has 
niready become an important factor in local Jewish cultural life, 
and has the additional merit of providing much-needed work for 
young Jewish actors and authors. It bids fair to become a pioneer 
force in South Kuropean dramatic development. Recently it con- 
cluded a highly successful tour through Eastern Europe, playing 
Jew Siiss” (Ashley Duke's dramatisation of Feuchtwanger’'s nove!) 
in a score of towns. 

To-day, now that the initial difficulties have been overcome, the 
world’s tiniest theatre hopes to go from success to success.

\dolphe Bernhardt, President of the Keren Hayesod, and by Dr. 
~amuel Singer, President of the Keren’ Kayemeti, giving complete 
Jetails of the work and objects of these organisations, has been 
submitted to the Government. 

lt is pointed out in the memorandum that, according to the 
vumanian-Palestinian trade agreement, an amount fixed at two 
per cent, of the total value of Rumania’s exports to Palestine should 
ve remitted for Zionist purposes. The transfer of these funds has 
een considerably below the authorised amount, so that the decision 
of the Government seriously affects normal trade relations between 
and Palestine. 

Kighty-nine persons accused of collecting funds for Zionist and 
other Jewish purposes have been acquitted by the High Court in 
bucharest, 

Impressive services were held this week iu all Synagogues on the occasion 
of King Carol's forty-fourth birthday. Prayers were offered for the health 
of the King and the prosperity of the Fatherland. At the Grand Temple 
be Bucharest, Dr, Niemirower delivered a speech emphasising the profound 
‘ovalty of the Jewish population. 

rhe Patriarch Miron Christea has sent a message to the Dean of the 
‘U-Semitic Bar Association of the town of Piatra-Neamtz, encouraging 
him in his anti-Jewish activities. Dr. Filderman, President of the Union 
of Rumanian Jews, was received over the week-end by M. Inculetz, the 
Vice- Premier, and by M. Bentoiu, Vice-Minister of Justice, to whom he 
pointed out the gravity of the anti-Semitic agitation, and particularly 
Stressed the situation in the law courts, where Jewish lawyers were being 
terrorised, 

The only Synagogue in the town of Alba-Julia, in Transylvania, and 

Wish-owned buildings in its immediate vicinity were demolished last 
week, for town-planning purposes, by three detachments of military con- 
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Scripts acting on the urgent order of M. Pop, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, who is a notorious anti-Semite. M, Pop personally 
witnessed the demolition. King Carol is visiting Alba-Julia to unveil a 
national memorial this week, 

Persistent Cuzist attacks on Jews in villages in the Czernowitz and 
Radauti districts have resulted in a gradual Jewish exodus, Among the 
latest villages to become judenrein following Cuzist excesses are Bilka, 
Wikow, and Strasza, in the Radauti district. 

The Minister of Education has issued an order prohibiting all professors, 
teachers, students, and pupils from participating in political demonstra- 
tions in educational institutions. Those who disregard the order are 
threatened with suspension and expulsion. The Minister's action is due 
to the recent growth of the Nazi and Cuzist propaganda. 

A delegation consisting of Chief Rabbi Senator Dr. Niemirower. 
ex-Deputy Singer, and Advocate Weissmann called at the Government 
offices recently to appeal to M. Tatarescu to abolish the ban against the 
Zionist funds, The Premier's Secretary is said to have informed the 
delegation that the Premier did not wish toreceive it or any other Jewish 
delegation,

Valencia’s Attitude Towards the Jews 
“Complete Freedom and Equality ” 


\n authoritative statement on the position of Jews in Republican 
Spain bas been issued in Valencia by the Official News Service of 
the Spanish Government. 

\ few months ago,” it begins, ‘‘a Protestant priest, whose church 
was closed by the Fascist Phalangists, asked a rebel general for 
permission to reopen the church. The rebel general replied: ‘I do 
not consider it hecessary soon there will be no Protestants, Jew 8s, 
or Freemasons left in Spain. 

“The persecution of both Protestants and Jews in -lascist Spain 
is well-known, the communication continues. \ few davs az 
the Minister of Justice of the Spanish Republic, Sehor Manuel 
lrujo, declared that the Spanish Government had decided to reopen 
all churches in Republican Spain. In this connection it is neces 
sary to point out that the Jewish Community in Barcelona volun 
tarily interrupted the Services in its small Synagogue in Barcelona 
only during the first days of the rebellion. For almost a year 
Services have been held without any interruption in the Barcelona 
If the Jewish prayer-house in the Calle Principe in 
Madrid is closed, it is due to the fact that the few Jews, most of them 
from abroad, who lived in Madrid before the War, have now left the 
city.” 

The Official News Service then quoves a statement by the Spanish 
Charge d Affaires in Holland, Senor José Maria Sempru y Gurrea, 
who recently declared, in an interview with journalists, that after 
the war the Jews of the Spanish: Republic would enjoy complete 
freedom aud equality, and that Jewish immigration into Spain 
would depend on the international situation and the tinal oulcome 
of the war.

Attracting Anglo-Jewish Visitors 


Government Issues Striking Guide-Book 


Under the auspices of M. Roland Marcel, High Commissioner of 
Tourist Travel in France, a guide (printed in English) for Jewish 
visitors to France has been - published by the Centre National 
d’Expansion du Tourisme with the title, “A Guide to Jewisli 
Monuments in France.” 

The preface recalls that France was the first country to give Jews 
equal rights of citizenship, effected by acharter dated July 10th, 
I754, and completed by. another decree in 1791. “ This decree,” 
writes M. Marcel, “ may be considered as one of the greatest acts of 
humanitarian progress a¢complished by the French.” 

The booklet, in its forty-eight pages, gives practical information 
on objects and places of special Jewish inteyest to be found in 
France, opening with a brief history of French Jewry. There is an 
excellent directory of Synagogues, Communal lustitutions, etc. 
Beginning with Paris, with the oldest synagogue in the rue Notre 
Dame de Nazareth, built in 1822, the guide refers to houses where 
famous Jews have lived, to museums containing objects of Jewish 
interest, and war memorials erected to Jewish soldiers who fell 
defending France. 

The traveller is referred to many places of Jewish interest 
outside Paris—to Lunéyille, Etain, Metz, Strasbourg, Moles- 
heim, Rosheim, Sélegtat, and Colmar. From these places in 
the east, a route is traced to the Ile-de-France, Provence and 
Languedoc, Carpentras, Cavaillon, Arles, Nimes, Montpellier, and 
Narbonne, where the Narbonne Stone is to be found, dating from 

.the year 689 and relating that Justus, Matrona, and Dulciorelle, 
the three children of Parator, son of Sapaudas, lie in peace. The 
Jewish origin of the tombstone is indicated by three Hebrew words 
preceding the last line, meaning “ Peace upon Israel.” In the south. 
west, Bayonne and Bordeaux are shown to hold a worthy place in 
Jewish annals.

Unification or Segregation? 


lt is perhaps a debatable point whetber the interests of Jewish 

efugees and of Jewry in general are best served by an organisation 
wholly separate from that which deals with those of other creeds 
and nations. No doubt a strong case might be made out for the 
initication of all the organisations entrusted with the mission of 
looking after the victims of political, religious, or racial persecution. 
Yet by reason of the strong i: dividuality of Jewish life, history, and 
‘tradition, an equally strong argument might be presented ogainst 

unification, 

But, assuredly, there is at present no purpose in discussing the 
advantages or disadvantages of such a merger between the Nansen 
iice and Sir Neil Malcolm's special organisation, when the

Jewish religion im Soviet Russia is apparentiy stall a considerable 


force. Otherwise the Conununist Yiddish Press in that eountry would 


not indulge in such violent outbursts -against the danger of Jewish 
Orthodoxy. 


a Hitherto the Communist Yiddish organs, or rathe the organs of the 
Yevseksia,’’ have frequently made outcry against what they regarded 
as a ternble calamity. numely, the continued existence Im sotne parts 
of Russia of large numbers of Jews observing the Jewish religion. The 
Moscow EmMeES is angry with the Orthodox Communists for their 
‘apathy "’ towards these religious manifestations. Indeed, there ace 
some, the paper says, who hold the ** false and harmful theorv ”’ that 
anti-religious propaganda is no longer necessary. ‘* The result of this 
attitude is that the Jewish clericals have started an energetic campaign 
to spread religious wleas among the Jews. We have to admit clearly 
and openly that these clericals conduct their obscurantist work not 
without success.”’ The journal records that im the small towns in the 
province of Mohilev-Podolsk scores of children did not attend schoo! 
during the Passover and took part in Passover Services. ‘* We know 
of many cases where, in addition to their school work, the children 
receive parallel instruction at home from Hebrew rehgious teachers.”’ 
Apparently these complaints were of no avail. For, according to all 
accounts, Jews continued to observe recent festivals. This excited the 
Communist organs even more, and they have started what they think 
will prove a more effective cafpaign. The Srern, issued in Minsk, has 
published a most malignant falsehood against observing Jews. It alleges 
that, under the guise of religion, the Jews assemble for unmoral orgies! 
i, the allegations made in that paper are similar in character to 
those in Streicher’s Srvermer.

The American Legion 
A JEWISH VISITOR TO LONDON 


Many Jewish members of the American Legion (who came over the 
Atlantic to tour the battlefields of the Great War, in which they fought) 
recently visited France, Italy, and England before returning to the United 
States. They came from all walks of life—lawyers, doctors, business 
men, and industrialists. One of them, Mr. Isadore Levine, a member of 
the National Executive Committee of the American Legion for the State 
of Indiana, said that he was greatly impressed by London and what he 
had seen there. After Italy and France, where members of the Legion 
were handicapped by difficulties of language and by “ different tempera- 
ments entirely,” it was a great relief to reach London. “England is a 
beautiful country, old and conservative,” said Mr. Levine, “ yet London is 
more like New York or Chicago than any of the metropolitan areas on the 
Continent. 

** Our contact with Jewish life in London, Rome, and Paris has beeu 
limited by our short stay. In Rome, some of the Legionnaires visited the 
old Jewish section, including the Synagogue, which is probably several 
centuries old, In Paris, Jewish members of the Legion placed a wreath 
on the tomb ofthe Unknown Soldier. In London, my closest contact with 
Jewish matters was a meal every day at the Jewish Restaurant Doveed.”’

Complimentary Dinner to Professor Noah Morris

A large and representative company assembled in the Grosvenor 
Restaurant on Tuesday in last week, at a complimentary dianer, 
organised by the Garnethill Synagogue, in honour of Professor Noah 
Morris, to mark his appointment to the Regius Chair of Materia 
Medica and Therapeutics in the University of Glasgow.

He paid tribute to the 
debt which he owed to his late mother, and to her devotion to her 
family, and also to his wife, who had been an unfailing source of 
iuspiration to him. Any honour which he had obtained belonged 
really to her. Professor Morris stressed the fact that Jews conld 
not. if they would, escips from their Jewishness.

Economy in Fuel 


There seems a general need for greater economy in fuel, as the 
public are complaining that cars consume too much petrol, and 
sometimes oil, per 1,000 miles travelled. Consequently, many of the 
new cars are fitted with automatic ignition control so as to obtain 
the necessary power at the nmunimum fuel expenditure. That is why 
many of the new cars have a vaeuum device as well as a centrifugal 
governor for varying the time of finng of the gas in the evlinders.

Better and Better

HERE was a French physician—his 
name was Dr. Coué—who attracted 
attention some time ago by putting 
forward the theory that people could 

improve in health if only they would con- 
tinually say to themselves: “I am getting 
better and better every day.” There 1s, of 
course, something in the idea that mental sug- 
gestion does have an effect on bodily health. 
That is why doctors attath wnportance to a 
good “bedside. manner”—it reassures the 
nervous patient. In the East such theones are 
put into practice much more than in the West, 
though thete ts a large rehgious sect which 
gives a prominent place in its teachings to the 
idea of mental healing.

There is a saying that an ounce of practice 
is worth a pound of theory, and Judaism, which 
is nothing if not a practical relagon, would say : 
Follow Coué; but don’t forget to take your 
medicine. It is, of course, not only in matters 
of health that one might be urged to follow the 
Coué principle. It could. be held to apply to 
conduct also, and the naughty person might be 
told that he would improve in behaviour if 
only he would repeat to himself: “ 1 am getting 
better and better every day.” Again, practical 
Judaism would say that that would not work. 
The only real way to mmprove its not to talk 
about it, but to set about doing rt. It demands 
practice, not arry theory ; accomplishment, not 
vague promises.

However good one is, either. in health or 
conduct, there is always room for some 
unprovement, and I have been thinking that 
it would not be a bad idea if we were to start 
saying: “I am getting a better and better Jew 
every day”; not to stop there, however, but 
to set about domg it. Here there ts no question 
but that there is plenty of scope for effort. 
Judaism sets a high ideal, though not an 
unattainable one. Yet we all fall short of it. 
Optimist though I am, I sometimes feel sad 
when | consider what a large proportion of our 
people neither know nor practise what Judaism 
stands for. And this apples, 1 am sorry to 
say, to Young Israel as well as to Old Israel. 

Just NaMEs 

Mention famous Jewish 
or Maimonides or Mendelssohn to some young 
Jews and they may recognise them as vaguely 
familar, but they will not be able to tell you 
anything about them. They would probably 
know more about Jack Hobbs or Alex James. 
Do not let the great figures of Jewish history 
be just names to you. Set about acquiring at 
least a liftle Jewish knowledge so that you may 
obtain imspiration from and pride in your 
membership of your race. Do not let it be 
said that you know no Hebrew, cannot follow 
the prayers or read at least some of the great 
passages of your Bible in the orginal.

While a good Jew must be a knowledgeable 
Jew, knowledge is not enough. A theoretical 
acquaintance with Judaism is _ insufficient. 
One of the most able of the early Rabbis, 
Simeon, the son of Gamaliel, a descendant of 
Hillel, who was distingmshed by his profound 
learning as well as by his sound common sense, 
declared that not learning was the IP¥ (chief 
thing) but practice. One must live Judaism as 
well as study it. If you want to be “a better

and better Jew every day,” then you must 
strive to realise Judaism's ideals of practical life. 
Acquire the joy and inspiration of communal! 
worship. Be kind and sympathetic to your 
fellows. Be scrupulously honest. Don’t think 
it clever to get the better of your neighbour 
either in games or business. Live simply. 
Don't overdress or be loud or vulgar in 
behaviour. Be clean in person and thought. 
Be truthful. Do not be aggressive. “ By three 
things,” said the same Rabbi Simeon, “is the 
world preserved: by truth, by judgment, and 
by peace.”
